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MIDDLE WEST 
IS PASSED UP 


Harding to Hurry Through 
on Trip West 


Will Return in Fall to Pey 
His Respects 


Visits to Panama and Porto 
- Rico All Set 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—Pres- 
ident Harding will not speak in 
Chicago or elsewhere in the Middle 
West on hig forthcoming journey 
to Alaska, if he adheres to the 


at a White House conference last 
night. 

In order to return homeward. 
through the Panama Cana! and to 
visit Porto Rico, the President has 
eliminated the Middle West from 
his itinerary, but is considering a 
special trip to that section next 
fall to speak in Chicago, Minneap- 
olis and cities in Wisconsin, lowa 
and Michigay to which he has been 
invited. 

Senator Medill McCormick, Re- 
rublican, called on the 
President today and presented in- 
vitations from Chicago and several 
other Illinois communities, but 
found that Mr. Harding contem- 
plates making no speeches on his 
trip east of the Mississippi. 

Later it became known that the 
Middie West had been cut out of 
the itinerary at a conference the 
President held with party advisers 
last night. At this conference were 
Postmaster-General New, Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover, Chairman 
John T. Adams of the Republican 
National Committee, Senator Cur- 
tis, Republican, Kansas, and Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, who was 
present to explain plans for bring- 
ing the President home on a Navy 
transport. 4 


ASKS FOR CHANGE 


The change in the itinerary, it 
appears, was made dpecifically at 
the instance of the President. Mr. 
Harding is represented as feeling 
that he could not be away from 
Washington more than two 
months. He particularly desires 
to visit the Panama Canal and 
Porto Rico since being advised of 
conditions in those places by 
Secretary of the Navy Denby, who 
retufned from the Isthmus and 
the West.Indies a month ago. 
Returning homeward from the 
Pacific Coast by water necessitates 
the elimination of the points on 
the previously planned ‘itinerary 
homeward journey by rail. The 
Middle West was on the return 
program. 

The whole trip. the President 
indicated, is dependent upon the 
health of Mrs. Harding, who is 
daily growing stronger and plans 
to accompany him. If there should 
be any setback In her condition, 
however, the President would 
abandon the whole tour. “He feels 
that a sea voyage homeward would 
be of great benefit to Mgs. Hard- 
ing, as well as give him a much- 
needed rest. 

The present plan calls for de- 
parture from Washington about 
June 20, possibly a week earlier. 
The first stop will be made at St. 
Louis, and then in order, Kansas 
City, Hutchifieon, Kan., Denver and 
Salt Lake City, after which the 
President and Mra. Harding are to 
be the guests of Senator Smoot, 
Republican, Utah, at Zion National 
Park for a few days. 

WILL VISIT HERE 

From that point the itinerary 
has not been definitely fixed. One 
proposed route would take the 
party to Helena, Mont., Boise, Ida.., 
Yellowstone National Park and 
Seattle, whence ship would be tak- 
en to Aleska, where three weeks 
will be spent. On the return from 
Alaska, if this route be followed, 
the President will visit Portland, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
San Diego, whence he would sail 
homeward through the Canal. 
The proposed alternative route 
would take the» President from 
Utah to San Diego and Los An- 
geles and themce up to the Pacific 
Coast to Alaska, whence he would 
sail directly home on a Navy 
transport. 

The President plans to make 
eight set speeches, each on a dif- 
ferent subject, including transpor- 
tation, agriculture, economy and 
the budget and the World Court. 
At San Francisco he will speak on 
the Pacific pact and other accom- 
plishments of the arms confer- 


ence. 

When Secre Denby was in 
Porto Rico he spoke at a luncheon 
of officials at which he promised 
that President Harding at no dis- 
tant date would pay the islands a 
visit. Such a visit by the Presi- 
dent not only would enable him 
to acquaint himself with condi- 
tions at first hand, but would go 
far toward cementing relations be- 
tween Continental United States 
and this territory, itn which the 
problem is the assimilation of a 
people of Spanish language and 
conditions.

Republics are 
governed by public opinion; and there can 
be enlightened government only where pub- 
lic opinion is enlightened. 


A'S QUANDARY 
Affairs in China have drifted along 
comfortably from one petty crisis to an- 
other under a government that didn’t gov- 
ern, an army that didn't fight, tax collect- 
ors that didn’t collect and treasury ac- 
counts, that were never audited till China 
almost began to appear to the outsider as 
a paradise where business flourished and 
industry progressed because the govern- 
ment was too weak and wobbly to inter- 
fere with private enterprise. 

From this Utopia of inefficient govern- 
ment and economic liberty the Chinese 
have received a rude awakening. Private 
enterprise, even in honest old China, may 
brew a pot of trouble when entirely unre- 
strained by the hand of authority. And 
the government hastened the decline and 
fall of their go-as-you-please .system by 
turning loose a number of soldiers who had 
pever been paid for the fighting they had 
never been expected to do. 

On both scores they were a disgruntled 
‘body. They wanted to make up for the 
time they had lost in the government serv- 
ice by doing some fighting on their own 
account for which they could collect jhe 
pay also on their own initiative. The Chi- 
naman is essentially an individualist. ‘These 
unpaid ex-soldiers embarked on a private | 
enterprise. * 
‘They captured an ‘express train on the 
Shantung border, looted it of everything 
valuable aboard and carried off fits passen- 
gers as prisoners of war. 

This private enterprise might even have 
brought them,fame and fortune had they 
confined themselves to accumulating Chi- 
nese property and annexing the bodies of 
Chinese celebrities in transit.

EREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT 


William J. Burns, famous detective, 
recently made the statement that he could 
take a child of the most depraved and 
brutal parents and, by surrounding it with 
the proper environment, bring it up to no- 
ble and intelligent adulthood. Environ- 
ment and not heredity, he declared, was 
the big factor in the making of criminals. 
This view is violently opposed by Hon.

Intelligence 
tests alone do not suffice, he asserts, but 
ones intended to show emotional defects 
should also be given. Psychological labo- 
ratories have proved that, whene the emo- 
tions are absent, there is no conscience. 
and this type is usually the perpetrator of 
the brutal crimes that shock the commu- 
nity. Such a murder as that committed 
by Clara Phillips is the work of an emo- 
tionai defective, devoid of the normal hu- 
man emotions of pity and regret.

FLORAL CENTER HERE SEEN 


Visitors al Exposition Park Shown Rare Plants Can 
be Grown in Southland 


That Los Angeles and adjacent towns and cities may become the 
center of one of the greatest floral industries in the world was a secret. 
released with proof yesterday to more than 100 authorities and mem- 
bers of various organizations engaged in the business on a tour of ex- 
hibits in Exposition Park and to various nurseries close to Los Angeles. 
One of the principal hitherto 
unknown facts released by O. W. 
Howard, manager of the sunken 
gardens committee of the State As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, is that 
beautiful and rare flowers, many of 
them formerly raised only in cer- 
taln parts of Europe, flourish in 
Southern California. 
Experiments now being carried 
out by Mr. Howard at his experi- 
ment farm, Rivera, near Monte- 
bello, prove conclusively, according 
to him, and also Roy Wilcox of 
the Wilcox Nursery in Montebello, 
that a new industry of tremendous 
financial importance is about to be 


launched in this part the State. 
These flowers, consisting of many 
exquisite and rare specimens, have 
formerly been imported at great 
expense. 


One flower in particular which 
is seldom seen in this country and 
which has been raised mainly in 
Holland and Belgium, now being 
raised in Southern California, is 
the aramyllis. Many other flow- 
ers grown from bulbs and seldom 
seen here are also proved to be 
successfully grown here. It is ex- 
pected that many varieties of these 
flowers will be put on the market 
soon, together with several varie- 
ties of roses. 

Men who are prime moving pow- 
ers in the world of flowers and 
nursery plants in California stated 
yesterday that they literally were 
having their eyes opened to the 
possibilities of this part of the 
State in regard to horticultural ac- 
tivities. 

Among those who attended were 
officers and members of the Pas- 
adena Horticultural Society, State 
Association of Nurserymen, Los 
Angeles Florists’ and Nurserymen’s 
Club, sunken garden committee of 
the State Association, Park Com- 
missioners of Los Angeles and park 
foremen and H. R. Richards, 
western representative of the Flor- 
ists’ Exchange, the leading horti- 
cultural publication of America, 
published in New York. 

The tour started yesterday morn- 
ing with a visit to the sunken gar- 
dens at Exposition Park. An in- 
tense interest was shown by the 
delegation in the pansy bed, con- 
sisting of ,some- 10,000 plants, 
among which were included nine 
distinct varieties. Especial interest 
was also shown by the visitors in 


twelve beds of snapdragons 


and in the display of stocks among) 
which were numbered a dozen va- 
rieties, including rare pinks and 
lavenders. 

From Exposition Park the dele- 
} gation went to the Wilcox Nurser- 
les in Montebello, where they were 
shown the giant industry of grow- 
ing kentia palms and Scotch heath- 
er for eastern shipment. Most of 
the heather is shipped to the East 
while that part of the country is 
still in the grip of ice and snow. 

From here the tour extended to 
the Howard & Smith nurseries of 
forty-five acres, where careful in- 
spection of the methods used and 
the varieties grown was made with 
interest. Then a trip of inspec- 
tion was made through the trial 
grounds of the same people, where 
innumerable varieties of old and 
new flowers are being tried out 
“ogee being placed on the mar-

Every official and authority 
present agreed that the trip had 
been a revelation and would un- 
doubtedly crystallize in something 
or perhaps many things of impor- 
oe to the horticultural indus- 
ries.
